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FIND BIG WALL 
IN PARAGUAY 


Structure 
Is 
Believed 
To Be Clue To An 
Ancient Race

Asunucion (Paraguay)

A great wall, 4,500 feet in length 
and at least 120 feel high, hidden 
for 
countless 
years 
within 
the 
heart ut a mountain ridge, Cerro 
Cora, in the northeastern part of 
Paiaguay, may hold the secret of 
a past civilization, I learned from 
officials here. 
This wall, judged by engineers 
to be ail excellent work of engin­
